Ozone.levels top limits 
in many sections of US

WASHINGTON - Commerce Deporlment 
scientists have cimflrmcd what many cn- 
vironmenlalisls. suspected - lliaC cori- 
ccntrallons of smog-producing ozone exceed Ihe 
national pollution standard in most cities and 
even some rural areas. 

The scientists came ifp wilh a tew surprises. 
They discovered unusually high ozone levels in 
several clUcs that l»rdiT on large" lakes, par- 
llcjilarly Milwaukee and Npw Orleans, And tliey 
found sliahle concentrations ol ozone In rcmole 
rural areas, indicating llic chemlenl pollutant is 
Iransported Ihrough t he air from cities located 
'hundredsflf miles away. . 

The ozone rcsoarch. done hy a team of 
mcteonilogl.ils al the commerce Department's 
Nal tonal Oceanic and Almusplieric Ad- 
ministration, focused on 33 middle-sized 'cities 
cast (if the Rockies. Pollution data colleclor 
from urban monitoring stations showed that (n 
all but six of (he cities ozone nincentrations 
were higlicr lhan Ihc maximum pcrmlssilile 
level for ozone set liy tlie Rnvironmenlal 
Protection Agency. (GPAl 



Tlie city showing Ihe hinhesl o/nne level was 
Milwaukee wllli 12 parts of u/.oiie per million, 
compared wilh the EPA standard of eight purls 
pcrmlllljintppmL

Quoting books 
you never read

(UNDATED) - Someone lias sent a copy of Alexis de Tocquevlllc's 
"Democracy in America," which reminds me that I have never read it, 
alUiougfi I have quoted It frequently in writings which souglit to masquerade as 
learned, Driving Iiomc your points wllti quotations fnim books you liavcn'l read 
Is a science tauglii in college, and de Toqqucvillc is one of Uie first authorities 
frcshmcnli;amloelle. 
Tlie reason is not liard lo find. De Tocquevillc Is so widely unread, even 

■ among professors, that anybody who throws out a de Tocqucvillo quotation Is 
almost certain lo put bis reader on the Intellectual defensive. It is hard lo taJtc 
points off the grade of a boy wlio can quote a book you yourself have never read, 
especially If it is a book you know you should have read. ■ 

Ttie professor has proljably l>ecn quoting an unread de Tocquevillc himself so ■ 
tliat. while he may be 90 per cent certain his student Is Indulging in chicanery, 
he will be reluctant to challenge him. Suppose the student really has read the;, 
tiling and is conversant enougti with it to be able to expose tlic professor oS a 
quotcr of unread books. Ttie Ixist thing for a professor to do when faced wlUi a de 
Tocquevillc quotation is grit his teeth, grant a piissing grade and let unread 
Frenchmenile. ■ " 

Now, I hope professors all over America will, forbear from deluging me wlUi ■ 
mail staling that they have, too, read do Tocquevillc. I airi sure five or six of , 
them have, Just as I am sure Uic rest of them are so determined to braicn it out 
that they would stoop lo writing false outraged letters to wretched journalists. 
In any case, it Is not professors I am concerned with here but the quoting ot 
unread writers. 

Of all die great unread writers. I believe de Tocquevillc to be the most widely 
quoted. Tills could be wrong. Qulbblers can probably make a case that 
Shakespeare holds the champloaship. Even illiterates quote Shakespeare 
constantly, Tfils Is because Shakespeare said almost everything first, so tlial it 
— .is Iiord to talk momUi^ jo minutes without quoting something he wrote: 

The dif[orcncc between Shakespeare and dc Tocquevillc, however, is thai 
most people don't quote Shakespeare coasdously. They don't even know the 
phrase they ore using was originally Shakespeare's. Many of them arc tlie kind 
of people who miglit even offer you a punch In the nose If you accused tlicm of 
■ quoting Shakespeare. 

The point Is tliat nobody quotes Shakespeare for the purpose of appearing 
learned, Nol even people who have read Shakespeare. Anybody who did would 
l>e marked down for being too poorly read to know who the most quotable 
unread writers arc, Tlio collcRC student who tries to daale a professor by 
wdllng. for example, "(\s Shakespeare observed, 'To be or not to tie, Uiai is the 
question'." - well, this studcnf will certainly nol make the dean's list, and 
probablynol tlicncxtscmcstcr. 

What makes 'it Tocquevillc such an interesting unread authorfiy'is that"he 
seems equally popular amonR all the intellectual cla.sscs. He is quoted by higli 
savants popular among all the Intellectual classes. lie is quoted by high savants 

■ In the New York Review of Books Just as freely as he is quoted by newspaper 
reporters describing tho latest swindle in the state legislature. Mis wisdom trips 
off Ihe pen of klngor commoner with equal fellciiy. 

1 know of no other great unread author with such.widc class appeal. Indeed, 
■ —you can usually oolologue Uie intellectual grouping to which a qtiotcrbclongs by — 
noting tlio unrlod writers he chooses lo quote. No commercial writer, tlic sort 
who hopes for recognition by the Book-ot-the-Montli Club. evcr quotes Goethe, a 
favorite of more refined writers hoping to dLsplay the broad reach of their 
.minds in the academic Journals. 1 have no Idea why this should be. but Uiero it 
__]s. _ 

Goethe irWdoubirdiriirc"grco[cstlinroaU poefortlic^VKirjiisras'de^ 
Tocquevillc Is the greatest unread analyst of American povemmenta! prin- 
ciples, Tlic anthologies of quotaljons from which unrcadcrs cull tlielr dc 
Tocquevillc lines have an equally commodious supply of quotable Goethe lines, 
but the middlebrows and lowbrows Invariably pass overGiKtireaml icro in on — 
de Tocquevillc. The higlibrows show the same curious disdain for quoting.

Here 
is one ol the hands that con- 
tributed to Ihclr victory, as 
described by Mr. Wester who 
sat North. 

The bidding included one 
forcing bid - Mr, Westcr's 
lour nolrump. In accordance 
with their system, a jump to 
four notnimp forced to a slam 
and showed general strength, 
— Hcre-ia-Mrr-Wesler'3- 
analysis of the blddbg. 

Hnddad's opening bid ol two 
hearts showed a good heart 
suit and side strength. 
Needless to say it was not for- 
cing. 



"Obviously, Mr. Haddad 
, thought he had a little more 
than his two-heart bid had in- 
dicated. Hence; his jump to 
six hearts over four notrump. 

This put matters sauarciy 
up to Mr. Wester. He decided 
that his partner, who was bid- 
ding without the ace of hearts, 
had th^rest of the high cards 
in hearts plus both missing 
aces. So, Mr. Wester went on 
to seven. 

He selected hearts for the 
final contract .because he 
assumed that his partner held 
a hundred honors. In 1929 
honors were counted in 
duplicate bidding so that 
seven hearts bid and made 
counted 2310. Seven notnmip 
would only have counted 2245. 
Remember, in 1929 notnimp 
scored at 35 points a trick..

Cni. Don Ilull.of the AAU. "I('.s very unusual lo 
have so many heavyweiglits of championship 
caliber (rom only two countries.

LONDON fUPIl - England 
has by far the worst reputation 
in Europe for soccer violence 
both by players and fans and a

England's rising tide of 
^violence by players on the field 
and fans In the stands has been 
unique among major 
European soccer pou-ers and 
has been dubbed "the English 
disease" by many of them. 

On Nov. ,20, nine fans were 
stabbed arid '15 'others 
assa ulted wi th we apons at a 



secand~cilvlslon match ■ at 
Nottingham. Across the 
country. 45 persons were 
arrested.- one refeivc wa.s 
attacked by a fan and nine 
■players were sent off for 
violen: tackles or abuse to the 
referee. 

It was the blackest-day on 
record In England, hul It was 
an exception only In the fad a 
record was set., In England, 
faai attack more people and do 
more damage and police make 
more arrests al miiteltw than 
In any other Europenii conn- 
Irj'. [lie suivcy slioived. 

Seven players In tlic English 
first division ha\-e been sent off 
by referees so far this season 
— more than any other country 
at Ihe same blagc In its season.

"Violence in Ihe stands is 
virtually unknown In France."

England, however, is not Ihe 
only country In which .soccer 
violence is Increasing but the 
problems cited by officials in 
West Cennaiiy. Holland and 
Belgium appear minor in 
eomparlEon. 

Iliimhurg police inspector 
Herbert Saagcr said he now 
puts at least 40 plalnclotlies 
detectives in with the crowd to 
track down hooligans, 

"Wc coneonlrnlc on young 
people under the influence of 
alcohol," said Saager. "This 
year alone wo have evicted I7G 
drunk youngsters. 30 of ll)em 
under the age of H, from the., 
stadium."
